5 ago. 
Emphasising the revelational mo­ 
tions of the earth 
as 
a 
planet, 
which have largely gone unnoticed 
j in geology. Prof. Chamberlin declar­ 
ed that they were "some thousands 
of times greater than the more tang­ 
ible vibratory energies** 
such 
as 
| light, heat and sound. 
Discarding the old view of the 
nebular hypothesis that the inter­ 
ior of the earth is molten, Prof. 
Chamberliu told the Academy that 
I it was solid. 
Advances New Idea. 
Prof. Chamberlin, who is one of 
the world’s foreost geologists, pre­ 
sented two papers: 
"The Contrast­ 
ed Types of Earth-Knergy and Their 
Relation Values.” and "The Paths 
Taken 
by finery 
in 
the 
Self- 
Compression or the E a rth :” Prof. 
Chamberlain called attention to the 
fact that the older studies of the 
earth related chiefly to its subst­ 
ance 
and 
that 
recently 
attention 
has turned more largely to its en­ 
ergies. 
He pointed out that 
formely it 
was supposed that the earth was 
once in a gaseous state and that it 


necessary to recast many of the old 
doctrines of geology to bring them 
into accord with the new” basis. Dr. 
Chamberlain has been at work up­ 
on this for several years. 
His first paper today bruoght out 
the "rem arkable preponderance of 
the constructive revolutlonal ener­ 
gies over the 
agitative 
vibratory

"This appears to have escaped at­

said, 
"because the former are so singu­ 
larly 
unobtrusive. 
Tho 
latter, 
though much inferior in real val­ 
ue, are very demonstrative and have 
had the lion’s share of attention. 
Atoms Revolve. 
"The revolutlonal motions of the 
earth as a planet and the similar 
motions now believed to be essen­ 
tial features of the atoms, largely 
escape ordinary notice, while the 
vibrator 
actions, 
such 
as 
sound, 
heat, light, tim X -rays,^etc., m akr 
themselves felt very keenly, espec­ 
ially if these are at all intense. 
"W e are so constituted that we 
are sensitive to these agitative en­ 
ergies, but not to the other type. 
Our sense impressions need there­ 
fore to be rectified.” 
By estimates of the real values 
of the two types, Dr. Chamberlin 
showed that the unobtrusive revela­ 
tional energies connected with the 
earth are some thousands of times 
greater than the more tangible vi­ 
bratory energies.

the United States, Great Britain or 
Japan or a combination of two of 
them, 
must answer if the arm a­ 
ment limitation conference fails in 
results, Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
declared tonight in an address be­ 
fore a disarm am ent meeting of the 
Religious Society of Friends. 
These three nations were engag­ 
ed in a naval race, Senator Borah 
asserted, which was not understood 
by the people who are bearing the 
tax burdens. 
• 
"The situation with reference to 
naval arm am ents,” 
he 
said, 
“ is 
wholly within their power. No oth­ 
er nation can or proposes to seek 
the mastery of the sea. These three 
powers, 
or some 
one , or two of 
them, will have to bear the respon­ 
sibility if this conference fails to 
solve the question of naval arm a­ 
ments. It is up to them to adjust 
the problem in harmony with the 
world’s peace. 
They can 
neither 
avoid the responsibility nor divide it 
with the other powers. These gov­ 
ernm ents must answ’er to their peo­ 
ple for the result of the conference 
in respect to this question.” 
The peoples of these pow’ers, Sen- i 
ator Borah said th a t “ We are really 
and do not desire war. It is up to 
their statesmen, he added, to see] 
that the naval race is ended andj 
its tax burdens lifted. 
“ If the 300,000,000 people of the 
United 
States, 
Great 
Britain 
and 
Japan could have their voices heard 
and heeded,” he said, “ they wrould 
put an end to 
this 
naval 
race 
promptly and effectively.” 
W ar Actually Exists, 
Citing the naval 
building 
pro­ 
grams of the three sea powers, Sen­ 
ator Borah said tha t “ We are really 
in a sense in a state of w ar.” 
“ W hy?” he asked. “The expectant 
millions iii all these different coun­ 
tries want to know why. We are 
as a m atter of fact at w’ar w’itli 
countries against whom we have not 
declared war and against whom we 
have no enmity. In anxiety, in fin­ 
ancial distress, many of them in 
1 misery, all of them are praying for 
I peace and wrant to know why. Will 
I this conference term inate it? If not 
j why not?" 
The people. Senator Borah added, 
were ready for “a new dispensation, 
a new program, a 
new’ 
political 
creed.” They are not responsible for 
war and 
warlike preparations, he 
asserted, adding that such respon­ 
sibility was at the door of “ burea -1 
cracles” and diplomats. 
If every battleship and subma- j 
rine were sunk, he continued, and j 
no more built, the people w’ould be j 
“ more secure, more contented and 
more prosperous by far than they 
are now.” 
Battleships, 
he 
said, j 
should “ go” and the submarine be, 
destroyed.** 
"This much at least,” the Senator 
declared, “aught to be done in the 
name of peace and civilization.” 
Unless battleships shall be ban­ 
ned, Mr. Borah asserted, there could 
be only a truce iu warfare, while 
the submarine had been taboo by 
the civilized world before the re­ 
cent war. 
All the barbarous and brutal de­ 
structive elements developed during 
the world war. Senator Borah said, 
were being preserved and perfected 
to make them “ more effective, m o re ! 
destructive and more efficient for' 
the cause of human suffering and 
the taking of human lives.” 
“ Will the W ashington conference 
break this spell of w ar?” he asked. 
“ Will it relieve us from the creed of 
britts force and turn the world from 
tile road which is leading straight 
to bankruptcy and to barbarism ? Let 
us have fait bin the outcome.”

John Wallace 
Crawford was an Irish boy who came 
to this country shortly before the Civil 
war began and enlisted in tile Union 
army when he was only sixteen years 
old. While lying in a hospital, a sister 
of mercy taught him to read and write.

West and became a miner in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota.

Sioux and bands of highway robbers, 
Jack was chosen chief.

gave the world the tirst story of this 
fight. Crawford retie to Fort Laramie 
330 miles away, in three days and a 
half, outriding five relays of couriers, 
but he killed two horses doing it.

During the Apache wars In Arizona 
Crawford was again In the saddle as 
a scout for Gen. Edward Hatch. 
In 
ISSI he took the trail of the notorious 
chief, Vlctorto, and after a scout of 
IG days. located his camp In the Can* 
delerin mountains in Mexico. Captain 
Jack then made another remarkable 
I ride to the nearest post. 
As a result 
.of his news, Vittorio’s camp was at* 
itacked by Mexican troops and the old 
chief and many of his warriors were 
killed. 
When the Indian wars were over. 
Captain 
Jack 
began 
writing 
down 
the verses which he had recited to his 
comrades around many a campfire on 
1 the Indian campaigns. 
He went on 
the lecture platform and in a short 
i time the ‘‘Poet-Scout** was one of the 
i best-known of the old-time scouts In 
the country, second only to his old 
comrade of the Fifth cavalry.
